MINERS NOW AT WORK 


THE LONG DRAWN OUT STRIKE 
FINALLY SETTLED 


Miners Glad to Return to Work After 
a Fight of Eight Months—Coal 
Shortage Throughout Western Can- 
ada Was Beroming Serious—Settie: | 
ment of Sirike May Help to Re- 
lieve the Situation, 


Lethbridge, Alta—The coal miners | 
of District No, 18, United Mine Work- 
ers of America, to the number of 7,000, 
who have been on strike since last! 
March, returned to work on Monday 
morning, Nov. 20, at 7 o'clock. \ 

This statement was given out by' 
President Carter, of the United Mine 
Workers, following a ten days’ confer- 
enee at Frank with the operators, 

Later in the day the executive met 
President Lewis Stockett, of the Op- 
erators’ association and officially in- 
formed him of the action of the min- 
ers, Orders were then given for the 
opening of the mines on Monday 
morning at 7 o’cloék, at which time all 
miners that have been out on strike 
were ordered to report for work. 

The western strike started on March 
31 last. The men demanded a 12 per; 
cent. inerea&e, A conciliation board 
was appointed about the end of May. 
Three reports were presented by that 


body. Dr. Gordon, the chairman, pre- 
sented one. This was endorsed by 
Colin MacLeod, with a rider to the 


effect that he could not agree with two | 
clauses in his colleague’s findings. 
The third report was presented by A. 
J. Carter, the representative of the 
men on the board, and differed radi- 
cally from the other two, The differ- 
ence between Dr, Gorden’s report and 
that of Mr. MacLeod, as a result of} 
the attaching of the latter’s rider, was 
in the use of the word ‘inclusive’ in} 
the former's in recommending an in- 
crease in the day scale while the dif- | 
ferential on pillar work recommended | 
by the chairman was from 5 cents to} 
7 cents per ton, while Mr. Macleod 
thought this should from 5 to 12 cents 
pes ton. 

The first clause refsrring to day | 
Wages, as represented by Dr. Gordon, 
read as follows: 

“That the wage scale be increased} 
as follows; 10 per cent. advance up| 
to $3 inclusive; 8 per cent. from $3 to 
$3.50, the latter inclusive; 5 per cent. 
advance above $3.50.” / 

It will be noticed that by the sub-} 
stitution of the word ‘exclusive’ for |

Ottawa,—Forestry upon the eaatern 
slope of the Rocky mountains was 
only begun by the seiting aside of 
12,000,000 acres as a permanent public 
In order that this area maybe 
protected from fire, may be made ac- 
cessible to lumbermen, settlers, ran- 
chers, and all other's who wish to use 
it, and in order that it may be so de- 
veloped that every acre be continu- 
ally producing valuable timber it is 
necessary that a great deal of im- 
provement work be undertaken. This 
work, both the construction of roads, 
trails, fire guards and telephone lines, 
and the handling of timber sales will 
be conducted by the Dominion For- 
estry branch. 

In order that the work carried out 
by the forestry branch on the eastern 
slope of the Rockies may not be of an 
experimental value but may conform 
with the best experience of the fores- 
ters of the continent, the director of 
forestry is sending one of the officers 
of the forestry branch, together with 
Mr. Albert Helmer, chief forest ranger 
in charge of work on the Rocky moun- 
tains, to inspect and study the work

on the National forests in Montana. 
The United States forest service now 
has employed a trained staff of over 
2,000 men and spends nearly $5,000,000 
annually in building trails, telephone 
lines and forest rangers’ houses on the 
National forests and in making 
studies of the best way to handle log- 
ging operations so as to improve and 
perpetuate the forest without interfer- 
ing with the settlers and lumbermen.

THE DUKE MAKES HIS FIRST 
SPEECH 


Governor-General in Attendance at 
Banquet of the Military Men— 
The Importance of the Miiitiae 
Very Happy Speech at Banquet 
by Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 


Ottawa, Ont.—H. R. H. the Duke of 
Connaught attended a luncheon ten- 
dered the officers attending the militia 
conference by Hon. Col. Hughes in 
the parliamentary restaurant on Fri- 
day afternoon and delivered his first 
after-dinner speech since his arrival 
in Canada as governor-general. The 
luncheon was attended by Premier 
Borden, Sir Wilfrid Laurier and many 
members of the Borden government. 

Referring to the conference, the 
Duke said it augured well for the 
country that so many should come 
enormous distances to, telk upon im- 
portant questions affecting the militia 
of Canada, and he hoped that the best 
results would flow from the event. A 
great opportunity was given to them 
to put into practice the suggestions 
formulated at the conference, and he 
felt that those who had taken part in 
it would utilize whet they had learned 
ior the benefit of the force. If they 
could impress their countrymen with 
the importance of the militia, they 


‘would be doing their duty, not only 


to Canada, but to the empire at large. 
In conclusion, his royal highness ex- 
pressed the hope that there would be 
many occasions during the time he 
would have the honor to be in Canada 
to meet the militia. 

Col. Hughes, in felicitous terms, 
prcposed the health of R. L. Borden, 


prime minister, and of Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, former prime minister of 
Canada, 


Hon. R. l.. Borden, in reply, refer- 
red to the importance of the gather- 
ing, which, he said, was composed of 
men interested in the welfare of the 
militia and of Canada. He felt sure 
that the conference would be of value 
to those interested with the adminis- 
tration of the department of militia 
und defence as well as to the officers 
themselves. The prime minister paid 
a tribute to the new militia of Mani- 
tobua. 

Sir Wilfrid made a happy response. 


He observed that he was at a loss to} 


know why Col. Hughes had called up- 
on him, except it was for the purpose 
of pouring balm into his wounds, 
(Laughter.) He referred humorously 
to the military curagr which he had 
given in battles to Ms country in the 
sphere of polities. He had at last met 
his Waterloo, but was not dishearten- 
ed, for, as they knew, “Hope springs 
eternal in the human breast.”’ As Col. 
Hughes had said, he had always given 
his support to whatever promised to 
benefit the militia. ‘But, he added, 


there wes such a good Grit at the

The lesson today may include Chap- 
ters i and ii and might be entitled 
Nehemiah praying and God working. 
The naine Nehemiah signifies comfort 
of Jehovah, and his iather’s name, 
|Hachallah, signifies hidden of Jehov- 
ah, or pethaps Jehovah is hidden, the 
former suggesting the safety of His 
people and the latter that His ways 
ure a great deep. ‘Verily, thou art a 
God that hidest Thyself, O God of Is- 
racl, the Saviour’ (Isa. xiv, 15). The 
time of the book is supposed to be 
about seventy years after the dedica- 
tion of the temple that was rebuilt by 


Zerubbabel and thirteen years after 
Kara's reform, as recorded in Ez. ix 


and x. For some reason Nehemiah 
had remained at Babylon instead of 
returning with Ezra’s company, but 
his heart was at Jerusalem. He was 
a true Israelite at a gentile court, like 
Joseph, Mo: Daniel and Mordecai, 
loving his people and burdened for 
them. He knew the God of heaven 
/(i, 4, 5; ii, 4, 20), and, although he 
jknew Him as the great and terrible 

God, he ulso knew Him as a God keep- 
|ing covenant and mercy for them that 
love Him, ready to pardon, gracious 
{and mereiful, and he c@uld call Him 
{my God” (i, 5; ix, 17, 31, 32; ii, 8, 12, 
18). The Jews at Jerusalem were not 
yet as Isaiah had said they would be, 
‘ruling over their oppressors and rest- 
ing trom their sorrow and fear, but 
{were still servants in the land, with 
otners ruling over them and having 
{dominion over them and their posses- 
{sions at their pleasure (Neh, 1x, 36, 
37). So we know that the restoration 
{from Babylon did not tullill Isa, xi, 
| 8-12; xiv, 1-4; xxxv, 10, or any other of 
jthe great predictions concerning Ls-

He has said that He will not rest till 
these things are fultilled, and we are 
not as right with Him as we should be 
unless we take no rest and give Him 
no rest until He make Jerusalem a 
paise in the earth (isa, xii, 1-7). 
Some one may say, ‘l am more inter- 
ested in our own 4Aion,’’ meaning his 
own church or denomination, not un- 
derstanuing the purpose of the Lord 
in this age to gather out from all na- 
tions an elect.caurch, that so the mar- 
riage of the Lamb may take place and 
He may return with His bride to bless 
Israel and through her all nations in 
all the earth, 

Reprouch is brought upon the Lord 
today by His people who are more in- 
terested in their own affairs than in 
His. When Nehemiah heard of the 
great attiction and reproach resting 
upon Jerusulem he gave himself to 
fusting und prayer, as did Daniel 
(Dan. x, 2, 3). 

Nehemiah might truly be said to be 
a man of prayer, of consdidence in God 
and separation unto Him (chapters i, 
5-11; n, 4, 5, 18-20; iv, 14, 20), He was 
also a man of patience, lor it seems to 
have been many montns after he be- 
gan to fast and pray beiore the oppor- 
tune time came to speak to the King. 
He might perhaps have forced an op- 
portunity, but he had learned better 
and knew that the Lord’s time and 
way were the best. In his prayer in 
jour lesson chapter let us learn from 
verse 5 addration, Compare Jer, x, 6, 
17, 10; xxxii, 17; Acts iv, 24. In verses 
6, 7, note the confession of sin and 
compare Dan, ix, 4-6, 20, and see Prov, 
xxvni, 13; 1 John i, 9; Ps. xxxii, 5. 
See in verse 8 how he recalls the 
threat of Lev. xxvi, 27, 33; Deut. iv, 
26, 27, and in verse 9 the promise of 
forgiveness in Deut. xxx, 1-3, See how 
all through he leans upon and pleads 
the word of the Lord.

| Blind Stenographer. 

Of late years the blind have accom- 
plished many things which have 
aroused the admiration of the world, 
and provide striking testimony to the 
prherees of the training of those suf. 
ering from that greatest of afflic- 
tions, loss of sight. The recent feat, 
however, of Maurice J Meyers, the 
blind shorthand writer and typist of 
the Birmingham Royal Institute for 
the Blind, stands out as one of the 
most extraordinary on record. He at- 
tended a recent conference on the 
treatment of the blind at Exeter as of- 
ficial stenographer and recorded all 
the discussions on the various papers, 
The conference lasted for five days 
{and Mr, Meyes’ notes, which were 
recorded on a narrow strip of paper, 
with which the embossed shorthand 
typewriter for the blind which Mr, 
Meyers used was fitted, extended to 
a length of two and a quarter miles. 

Mr. Meyers, who can take notes at 
a speed of 158 words a minute, him- 
self helped to formulate the Birming- 
ham system of embossed shorthand. 
One of the most remarkable facts 
about Mr. Meyers is that he accom. 
panes the difficult task of training 
himself as a blind shorthand writer 
after losing his sight, and after act- 
ing as a sighted stenographer to a 
firm of New York solicitors. It was 
after losing his sight that he return. 

to Birmingham, his native city, 
and went to the institute as a day 
papi 14 years ago. Five year later 

e performed a similar feat to the 
one at Exeter, when he acted as offi- 
cial. shorthand writer at the confer. 
ence, which lasted the six sessions of 
an ieyetagt duration of three hours 
each, 


Doyen at St. Stephen's. 

Lord Claud Hamilton, M.P., 
has recently suffered a bereavement, 
Lady Claud Hamilton dying after a 
prolonged illness, is the doyen at St. 
Stephen’s, although not actually thy 
Father of the House of Commons. 

He first entered Parliament in 1865 
as member fcr Londonderry, exactly 
three years before Mr. Henry Chaplin 
first appeared at Westminster. Lord 
Claud’s Parliamentary service, how- 
ever, has not been anything like cone 
tinuous, otherwise he would have 
been entitled to the appellation of 
Father of the House, a position now 
held by Mr. Thcmag Burt, who has 
sat for the Morpeth Division since 
1874, 

Mr. Balfour first joined the Housa 
of Commons in the same year, and 
would now be entitled to be called its 
father but for the circumstance that 
he was out of Parliament two cr three 
weeks between his releggn at Man- 
chester and his re-election for the 
City of London. On the other hand 
Mr. Chamberlain has sat continuously 
since 1876, so that he is in reality the 
Father-elect of the House of Com- 
mons at the present time.

| ENGLAND'S “DRAM DRINKERS,” 


Public Houses Patronized by Wives of 
Professional and Business Men. 

! The inerease of tippling among 
s women of the middle classes in Eng- 

land has become an acknowledged 
| fact but only of late has the attention 

of the temperance folk been called to 
{the appalling gtowth of the drinking 
| habit among society women. 

Samuel Manger, one time postmas- 
| ter-general of Australia, while deplor- 
jing the fact that the society woman 
| drinks, says that as a rule she is care. 
' ful—not‘from any particular moraiity; 
| but as a matter of expediency and to 
preserve her looks—and that, more- 
over, she usually confines herself to 
choice wines and liquors. He says 
ii is the middle class woman who has 
become the “dram drinker,” 

Quoting the vicar of a select resi- 
dential London suburb, Mr. Manger 
declares that reverend gentleman 
said: “If only you could see into the 
drawing-rooms of my well-to-do par- 
ishioners you would find in 75 per 
cent. of them women, in many cases 
young girls, sitting round playing 
bridge, smoking and drinking whisky 
and soda.” 

As if this were not sufficiently 
shocking, the announcement is made 
that ‘the most remarkable develop- 
ment of all is the way in which mid- 
die class women patronize public 
houses.” In London we are told the 
womenkind of even professional and 
business men make free use of the 
“pubs,”’ while 80 years ago the upper 
middle class woman rarely touched 
| wines, and spirits not at all, and 
would have been ashamed of herself 
if seen in a public house. 

According to the reformers, this re- 
markable change in the customs and 
tastes of the middles class women is 
the outgrowth of the practice of din- 
ing at restaurants,

STRUGGLES OF GENIUS, 


Professor Who Addressed Envelopes 
at 60 Cent Per Thousand. 


In the annals of literature are to | 
be found many poignant stories of 
struggles for existence on the part of 
men whose writings ultimately mad? 
their names household words, but it 
is doubtful if any author had a more 
uphill fight than the late Prof, John | 
Churton Collins, who was professor | 
of Literature in Birmingham Univer- | 
sity in 1908, when he met with a; 
tragic death in a ditch on a farm at 
Lowestoft. The professor had been 
taking sedatives to ease pain, and wa: 
supposed to have slipped into the 
Water when unconscious. 

A striking description of the pro- 
fessor’s hard life is contained in the 
story of his career, written by hia 
son, L, G. Collins, and published by 
John Lane. 

When he was leaving Oxford, the 
professor wandered into St, Giles’ 


ing on the lectern, opened it, and put 
his finger at random on a passage on 
the page. It read: “Arise, go into the 
city and it shall be told thee what 
thou must do.” Shortly afterwards 
he came penniless to London, where, 
for a time he addressed envelopes at 
60 cents per thousand. 

When he obtained a recognized posi- 
tion as journalist, lecturer and profes- 
sor, he was always haunted with the 
thought of his health or his work fail- 
ing. He toiled for fourteen hours a 
day, and seemed never able to take a 
rest. 

Depression was his bane; all his 
life he suffered from this mysterious 
malady, which, it is said, was purely 
physical, and was no doubt due to the 
excessive mental strain. His tragic 
end may have been due indirectly to 
the wearing out of his nervous force. 
. The story of his life is full of in- 
teresting gossip. His son tells how 
Princess Stay (the present Queen), 
listened to the professor’s lectures at 
Richmond, and how the late Duchess 
of Teck was much taken by a well- 
known couplet from Spenser, he 
quoted: 


seas, 
Ease after warre, death after life does 
greatly please, 


The Queen, in a letter, says she 
“well remembers the incident of the 
quotation.”

Sir John Ab- 
bott became Premier, and some days 
after taking over the reins of office 
he walked over to Mr. Pope's resi- 
dence to see him.

A Reverend License Inspector, 


No man was more surprised than 
himself when Rev. John Ayearst, who 
has resigned as Provincial License In- 
épector in Ontario, was offered the 
appointment in 1905. Rev. Mr. Ayearst 
wus then in charge of a Methodist 
congregation in Western Ontario, and 
was on one of his visits to “‘stiffen 
the back” of Hon. W. J. Hunna, who 
had announced when appointed Pro- 
vincial Secretary that Ontario Bonl- 
faces would be made “keep hotel.”

Hanna js reported to have said. ‘‘Just 
try it yourself.” 

Mr, Ayearst never dreamed of euch 
a proposal and it made him stare for 
a minute, A Methodist minister as 4 
license inspector waa something new 
for him, But it was up to him. “What 
could I do,” Mr. Ayearst said in re- 
lating the incident to a friend. He 
took Mr. Handa at his word, and for 
the last six yeara he has been going 
up and down Ontario from Cornwal 
to Kenora, prosecuting illicit sellers of 
liquor and hotelkeepers whom he 
caught selling in local option dis- 
tricts. Regarding his position as 
something akin to detectives, he call- 
ed in all his photographs. A like- 
ness of John Ayearst is about as 
scarce as hens’ teeth.

A Lucky Discovery. 

Since the appointment of Hon. 
W. T. White to the Ministry of Fin- 
ance it has been asked :f Sir John 
Thompson had any Parliamentary ex- 
perience when made Minister of Jus- 
tice by Sir John Macdonald, in Bep- 
tember, 1885. He had, but not at 
Ottawa, He was first elected to the 
Nova Scotia Legislature at a _bye- 
election in 1877, and re-elected by 
acclamation at the general election 
of 1878, The Liberal Government, 
under Hill, being defeated, a new one 
was formed under Holmes, with 
Thompson as Attorney-General, In 
May, 1882, he became Premier, was 
defeated at a general election in June 
and resigned in July, Ie was im- 
mediately made a judge of the 8u- 
preme Court of Nova Bcotia, 

In the autumn of 1885, Sir John 
Macdonald brought three new men 
into his Cabinet, Thomas White, Geo. 
E. Foster, and John 8, D. Thompson. 
The two former were members of the 
House of Commons. Thompson was 
not a member and had not even met 
Sir John Macdonald, He was entire- 
ly unknown in a national sense and 
his appointment was a great surprise. 
Sir John Macdona!d, however, needed 
a Nova Scotian successor for Sir 
Charles Tupper, and selected Thom 
son on his reputation, He afterwards 
said, ‘The great discovery of my life 
was the discovery of Thompson,”

Rideau Hall seems rather a curious 
building for its purpose until you rea- 
lize that the purpose has made the 
building what it is—a plain, large, 
tambling structure of quite nonde- 


/ script architecture It is no more in- 


congruous than one might expect, con- 
sidering that every Governor-General 
since its first official tenant, Lord 
Monck, has left his mark upon It, 
enlarging and adapting the house to 
his own particular requirements 

Still further alterations, we hear, 
have lately been made, so as to fit 
it for the occupation of its new mas- 
ter—the first Governor-General of the 
Dominion connected with our royal 
house since the time of the Marquis 
of Lorne and his Vice-Reine, the Prin. 
cess Louise. The place is said to be 
very comfortable, and it is, of course, 

ermeated with countless Canadian- 

ritish associations and memories 
mostly pleasant. 

Some idea of the gradual expansion 
of Rideau Hall may be gathered from 
the fact that the original structure 
consisted of only eleven rooms, ex- 
clusive of those in the basement and 
attic. To-day there are over a hun- 
dred, not to speak of numerous build- 
ings in the grounds, 

The original house was built in 1838 
by Thomas McKay, a, wealthy and 
hospitable &e.ts Gnnad{ancscontractor 
and member of Parliament—for his 
own residence. It was then playfully 
called “McKay's Castle,” and every. 
one of any note who passed through 
Ottawa made a point of visiting the 
host and his wite and large, merry 
family. with whom entertaining was a 
cult, The portico is as McKay left it; 
the round tower also 

Like all good Scots, the McKays 
took an immense interest in garden. 
ing. It is said, indeed, that the 
grounds have never since been kept 
80 well as in their time. Mr. McKay 
trimmed the first cedar hedge ever 

rown in Ottawa, and every single 
tee in the avenue was planted by 
his wife, 

Although the grounds may not have 
been perfectly kept in the days that 
have followed the Government's tak- 
ing over of the lease from Mr McKay 
in 1865, they certainly have been vaat. 
ly improved in various ways by suc. 
cessive Governor-Generals. Thus it 
was Princess Louise who cut the su 
cond avenue through the woods known 
as ‘‘The Princess’ Vista,” whence you 
get a delightful view of Ottawa and 
the mountains beyond. The finest 


cricket ground in all Canada, dedicat , 


ed for ever to the use of the Ottawa 
Cricket Club, is located in a field in 
front of Rideau Hall, 

Added buildings include the lodge, 
a curious octagonal building of yel- 
low brick, with. as its vis-a-vis, Crich. 
ton Lodge, red roofed and gabled, This 
used to be the private secretary's 
house, but he now occupies Rideau 
Cottage, which, though net so pictur. 
esque outwardly, has much internal 
solidity and comfort. B sides these, 
the guardhouse, gardener’s cottage 
laundry, stabling, coachhouse (and, 
believe, motor garage), conservatory, 
vinery iron gates and strong: pillara 
are among latter-day improvements, 

The house ‘nestles among pine 
trees and cedars on rising ground on 
the east side of the wild fittle Rideau 
River. Its queer chimneys, its old 
corners and low lines of grey walls 
may be clearly seen from any point 
of the opposite shore when the trees 
are leafless in winter; but in summer 
only the chimneys and flagstaff are 
distinguishable.” Rideau Hall is nam- 
ed after the river which in tutn was 
called Rideau from the picturesque 
and curtain-like falls which mark its 
juncture with the Ottawa,

(like British East Africa make a 
; handenme stim from the licenses and 
hermits granted to those who follow 
| this fascinating form of sport; fer 
one cannot take a gun and roam at 
| ieieurs through that region of the 
world, shooting anything and every. 
thing in the way of game. As a mat- 
ter of fact. a shooting licenss fn Brit- 
ish East Africa costa the visitor $250, 
and this only allows a limited num- 
her of each species of game to be 
shot. And if you want to shoot an 
elephant an extra $50 has to be paid, 
while for a second elephant the sum 
of $100 is required. To shoot a 
ciraffe there is a charge of $50 above 


the $250 license. In spite of these 
restrictions, however, on a rough 
sstimate—according to “The Field— 


quite 300 parties visit British Bust 
Africa every year, and each party 
will spend at lenst $1,500, which gives 
a total of $450,000. 

It appears, however, that in Nya- 
saland, known as the British Central 
Africa Protectorate, which extends 
nearly to the banks of the Zambesi, 
the expersea are not so great, and 
the conditions of hunting are much 
more pleasant, the country being 
thicker populated and timbered and 
better watered than British En-t 
Africa, The game regulations for 
Nyasuland are as follows: License 
for resident, $10 per annum; ani 
license for a visitor, $50 per annum, 
allowing the following to be = shot: 
Buffalo, six; hippo, four; eland, six;

The Somali hunters and guides get 
from thirty to seventy rupees ($15 to 
$35) per month, and they not only 
want tents, pots, blankets, and water. 
bottles, but a varied diet. “Notwith- 
standing all this expense," says the 
writer in The Field, “thoy give end- 
less trouble and annoyance. 1 think 
they are a most objectionable set, 
and adverse sportsmen to engage a3 
few of them as possible. For my 
part, | would dispense with them 
altogither, and trust to the raw na- 
tives, who may not be so intelligent, 
but, on the other hand, give far less 
trouble,”

A 
enecial buyer for a well-known West 
End house last winter, when he waa 
buying hand-encraved metal boxes

shillings, and to save themselves the 
trouble of working for their money, 
But the little plan did not work, and 
the next time the buyer visited the 
district he was able to Luy genuine 
lace. 

Special huvers, of course, take great 
pains to conceal from other buyers in 
the same line the whereabouts of the 
particular districts they buy in. For 
nearly five years a well-known West 
End London house had the monopoly 
of the sale of a certain type of ex- 
quisitely-embroidered silk shawl which | 
made beautiful evening-wraps, 

Of course, hundred of different iml- 
tations of the shawls were put on to 
the market, but they obviously were 
imitations, 

The buyer of the genuine shawls 
was at last tracked by another buyer 
to a little village in Jamaica, and 
the monopoly of these shawls by the 
West End house came to an end. 

Special buyers have usually to trav- 
el well armed, They pay gold, a3 a 
tule, for the goods they buy, and often
